WE WANT A CITY BEAUTIFUL. 


Who il there who will oppoio a movement to beautify our 


city in iti street*, iti architecture and it> >ylvan adornments? If 
beauty be the aim of the artist, the drenm of the poet and the 
joy of the common people, then why not beautify our city? 


To effect this object the Park 
Commission will do its purl; 


but tho street committee and the 
buildings 
department must 


cooperate. Now that we have rapid 
transit we should sprend 


outward. Our streets should be wider, more regular and lined 
with trees. At present anybody who owns n piece of land can 
lay it out Into streets to 
mnko the most of the land rather than 


to connect with the other streets so o» to provide for publlo con- 
venience and preserve the lineality of our public thoroughfares. 
Some municipal authority should have power to determine the 
width, the direction and grade of new streets. There Is no ex- 
cuse for crowding houses and blocks upon narrow streets often 
laid out in zigzag fashion;but this will continue until it is pro- 
hibited by a new code of building laws or by city ordinance. 


Another drawback to our city streets is the number of old 


dilapidated buildings 
to 
be found 
scattered 
along our 
best 


streets. The owners are 
waiting to derive what profit they can 


from the unearned increment accruing from the Improvement of 
the surrounding property. 
A progressive public sentiment book- 


ed by heavy taxes for maintaining such eyesores 
would force 


owners to tear down the old structures and 
build new and re- 


spectable buildings In their atead. 


Then the style of our school houses 
and 
other Important 


buildlnfl» might bo greatly Improved; the store fronts along our 
streets might be easily made more 
attractive, while our publlo 


squares may be beautified by fountains, monuments and stately 
shade trees; our parks by new features in landscape gardening, 
new linos of shrubbery, rustic, summer houses, shady bowers, 
beds of flowers and deeper shade with animals to make the scene 
resemble as far as possible one of Nature's own designing. 
By 


annexation as we have shown we may make 
Lowell 
a greater 


city and thus by the opplloation of good taste or a little muni- 
cipal 
aesthclicism 
we oan make Lowell a much more beautiful 


city.
